ITS THREE DAYS SKSSION. 
REV. LAWS GREAT SPEECH. THE 
BEE UNANIMOUSLY ENDORSED. 
SPEECH OF W. CALVIN CHALE ON 
THE COLORED PRESS. REV. HOW~

The first annual conference of 
the Womans Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society, of the District of 
Columbia couvened in the Fifth

The.following is the address. of 
Mr. W. Calvin Chase on the 


COLORED PREss: 


Mr. President, I am thankful to 
you and the women of the Baptist 
Home Mission Society for this very 
bigh compliment, and I assure you 
it is an honor bestowed upon one 
who appreciates it. Whatever may 
have been my mistakes in the art 
of journalism, I have endeavored 
to be fair and just to all, defending 
the innocent and denouncing the 
guilty. I shall not on this occasion 
attempt to make a defense for any- 
thing that may have appeared. up- 
fair ; but] will say that the BEE, at 
all times, knew that its course was 
justifiable in law and, in fact, in jas- 
tice and in reason. Its successes ap- 
peared as mistakes to you and its 
mistakes were but its successes, 
It is within the power of the press 
to overturn cities and lay palaces 
to the ground ; the press can make 
kings, potentates and overturn 
governments. The press is either 
for a good purpose or a bad one, 
and when its purposes are for the 
good of a community, causes or 
measures, it should be supported. 
The aim of the Brees has been to pro- 
mote the interests of all denomina- 
tions, and if it has failed in that the 
fault was in the judgement and not 
in the intention or motives. 

There is a way to make our in- 
stitutions succeed ; there is a way 
to become independent, but we can 
not succeed nor can we become in- 
dependent by supporting  institu- 
tions that are in:mical to our ad- 
vancement, Think of the amount 
of printing that is done by the Bap- 
tist in this city,.and the work car- 
ried to those institutions that will 
not allow a colored youth to enter 
and learn a trade, nor will they 
employ our girls as folders, and 
yet a great many of our people con- 
tinue to carry their work to those 
places, Why not support an in- 
stitu;:on that employs our colored 
youths? Why not support an -in- 
stitutioi1 that opens its doors to 
males and females? When you 
build u;; your own institutions you 
build monuments to posterity, you 
create places for those who are not 
allowed to enter white establish- 
ments and whose color and _ condi- 
tion merely are a bar to their ad- 
mission. I say this particularly to 
the Baptist denomination, . because 
this denomination has more print- 
ing done than all other denomina- 
tions combined. I say this to the 
Baptists of this city because they

much argument to show the impor- 
tance of @ vigorous, newsy, racy, 
clean, progressive and ably edited 
newspaper devoted exclusively to 
the discassion of those questions 
and interests which relate directly 
and indirectly to our people. With 
a morality greatly in need of im- 
provement; with a character to be 
dignified and enlightened ; with ma- 
terial.and individual and race in- 
terests to be extended and improv- 
ed ; with religious improprieties to 
be modified or remedied; with huge 
barriers of prejudice to be leveled ; 
with aconfidence in one another 
to be inspired, it would seem to me 
that the necessity for a journal of 
which we may all be proad, would 
become at once apparent to us all. 
And we need only to look around 
us to find proofs of this. The pro- 
gress of communities may be meas- 
ured by the number and quality of 
their newspapers. Where you find 
newspapers in abundance, there 
you will find prosperous, intelligent 
and happy people who are alive to 
all that pertains to the interest of 
the community in which they live 
and consequently to themselves in- 
dividually. Where you find no 
newspapers and no disposition to 
foster and support them there you 
find a degree of ignorance which is 
inexcusable, there will you find a 
people who are non-progressive and 
who live in fear of rather than with 
confidence in one and other. 

A newspaper is one of the great- 
est educators of the age, To be 
sure it’s not the best educator in 
the highest sense ofthe term, else 
schools would be useless; bat if its 
infinence is directed towards the 
upbuilding of mankind, it gives en- 
largement and illnmination to in- 
tellectual attainments, inspires 
love for information, gives impetus 
to genius and all the departments 
of human activity; begets compe- 
tition in all’ business enterprises; 
encourages commerce, advocates 
universal peace, inspires patriotism 
and race pride and exerts a potent 
influence towards destroying pre 
judice and race distinctions and in 
cementing into one brotherhood 
‘all the nations and people of the 
earth. Of course I would not have 
you believe that all papers are 
instrumental in subserving this 
end. Some there are which in- 
dulge in mean and harmful contro- 
versy, and which adopt erroneous 
principles and advocate them in a 
mean and sallen spirit. There 
are those which attack the reputa- 
tion of innocent people with no 
o.her motive’ than to create mis- 
chief which pander to the scanda- 
lous taste of a community; which 
sow the seeds of social and domes. 
tic discord; which dissemenates the 
the product of moral ard intellec- 
tual decrepetude. aud which seek 
to set races and people in bitter 
and oftimes deadly antagonism 
against each other. But such can 
hardly be charged to a_ colored 
editor whoever or wherever he may 
be. It is his lofty purpose to remove, 
yes to wholly eradicate the social. 
and moral evils he may find in 
society; to lift up rather than drag 
down ; to show the vices of his race 
only to point out a panacea where. 
by the race may become relieved 
of its defects; to encourage enter- 
prise , thrift, education, manliness, 
trae womanhood, morality, religion 
and to stimulate a healthy compe- 
tition with those around us which 
shall tell in “no doubtful numbers 
the equality of the race and their 
full adaptibility to take on all the 
most advanced stages of mental, 
moral, religious and _ material 
growth, of which our white broth- 
ers are capable. 

It is his duty and his purpose to 
mark out an honorable course and 
to hew close to the line, ‘let. the 
But 
as no great enterprise can be suc- 
cessfully carried to .an issue with- 
out the cooperation’ of those who 
are to be benefitted, so would it be 
impossible for a newspaper to be a 
suecess without support. Look if 
if yoa will at the “Irish World,” a 
paper devoted to the interest of the 
Irish-Americans the Irish 
everywhere? See what master 
strokes it is making in the direc- 
tion of releiving the Irish of this 
country from the bond of supersti- 
tion ane the Irish of Ireland from 
the yoke of political thraldom? 
See with what alarm its editorials 
are read by the English as_ they 
behold the Celtic blood rise in 
righteous indignation at the mal- 
tr-atment of their brothers? See 
how the Irish sapport that paper 
and tell if you will what might not 
-we do with a well supported, a bold, 
defiaut, wisely edited journal? Yes, 
the Irish have a journal (several 
of them) and they support them 
proudly and without stint; the 
Frenchmen and Italians and Scan- 
dinavians and Sweedes and Finns 
and Polanders and even the John 
Chinamen have them, but to the 
discredit of the race we have not 
@ paper in the whole country wh:ch 
ean~ boast of 5,000 subscribers, 
when not one shonld have less 
than that number. Let us inform 
our white neighborx that we too 
have race-pride.
